POOR ROADS ARE EXPENSIVE 



American Farmer Paya 25 Cants Ml la 
*>er Ton for Carrying 'arm Prod- 
ucts to Market. 

There are 2.100.000 miles of public 
roada In tbla country. Only 160.000 
miles, or 7 per cent., are Improved 
All tbe reat can be fairly described aa 
bad roada. The waate of our natural 
resources, nckless aa it is, is noth- 
Jnf compared to the money waste 
brought about by this condition of 
our highways. 

It costs the French peasant an av- 
erage of 12 cents a mile per ton to 
h.-.ul hla produce to market. It coats 
the American farmer an average of 
15 cents a mile per ton. or KM) per 
ceat. more than the Frenchman. Dur- 
ing the year 1906 1906 hauling of 
farm produce to shipping points 
amounted to between forty and forty- 
five million tons weight. The average 
haul was 9.4 miles. If tbe farmers 
could have done their hauling over 
French roads, instead of their own 
Inferior ones they would have netted 
$6^.900,000 more on their crops. 

Hut all the hauling to shipping 
points Is not done by farmers by any 
fneans. The interatate commerce 
commission tells us that In all some- 
thing like 260.000.000 tons are hauled 
for shipment every year. The willing 
nets to move this Immense volume of 
freight over poor reads, as against 
good roads such aa France enjoys, 
teats tbe cctintry a cool unnecessary 
$S06.ooo.coo a year.

In concocting peanut dishes very 
fff'-ctive combinations can be tnadw 
with ether nuts, with popcorn or puff- 
s-el rice Mashed turnips or carrots 
ran be made more tasty by stirring In 
i cupful of peanuts that have been 
through a meat grinder. Here are a 
number of peanut recipes that havo 
been found highly sat It-factory, says 
Good Housekeeping 

I'eanut Hash -Cream one table- 
spoonful of peanut butter with 
enough cold water to make a smooth 
paste, add three quarters of a cupful 
of ground peanuts, and two cupfuls of 
fine chopped cooked potatoes. Mix 
well, then add one-half a teaspoonful 
of salt and one-qucrter teaspoonful 
of pepper, with sufficient milk or wa- 
ter to moisten Melt one tahlespoon- 
ful of butter In a hot frying pan. sim- 
mer In It a teaspoonful of finely 
minced onion for two minutes; add 
the potatoes and nuts and cook, with 
moderate heat, until a brown crust 
has formed over the bottom, as in 
making corned beef hash. Turn out 
upon a platter and serve. 

Peanut Rolls — Mix and sift togeth- 
er two cupfuls of white flour, two cup- 
fuls of graham or entire wheat flour, 
eight teaspoonfuis of baking powder, 
and one and a half teaspoonfuls of 
nnlt. Dissolve half a cupful of peanut 
butter in one and a half cupfula of 
cold wafer and stir Into the dry In- 
gredients. Add one cupful of chop- 
ped peanuts nnd roll three-fourths of 
an inch thick. Cut out and bake for 
fifteen or twenty minutes in a hot

The Epileptic Child 

It is a tragic moment when par- 
ents realise that one of their child- 
ren is an epileptic; it is even more 
tragic if to the child's misfortune is 
added any lack of ki'idness or judge- 
ment on the part of his parents. 

In this disorder certain parts of 
the braiu are affected, and although 
there arc many types of epileptics, 
some of whom are unsually clever, 
and others inordinately stupid, it 
must not be forgotten that they are 
all abnormal. 

Mute the types vary so widely, 
the proper treatment and discipline 
must vary also. hach child must 
be dealt with ai cording to 
his individual peculiarities. 'I he 
most usual mistake that parcuts 
make is to abandon dcsciplinc 
altogether, and let the child 
run wild. They do so in the 
hope that the attacks will occur 
less frequently; but they ought to 
remember that the victim of epilepsy 
needs more than most paople the 
self control and the good habits 
that only wise descipline in early- 
life can establish. 

Some slow-minded epilectic child- 
ren are nervously cuncientious and 
painstaking. Those it is well to 
watch and encourage, but usually it 
is bcsl to hold them back in their 
efforts to keep pace with normal 
children. 

Others, again, arc unusually 
quick-witted and alert, and their 
irents sometime* permit th*»n > 

itstrip their scho -a \ / 

i» proving that " u n. nothing 
the matter with them. ; But even 
in he cleverness of such children 
there is something morbid and ill- 
balanced, and is is wiser to restrain 
and quiet them than to let them ex- 
cite themselves in competition with 
their fellows. 

With epileptics, a life that is led 
much in the open air, with some 
quiet occupation, such as gardening 
or poulty-raising, is a good prepar 
ation for adult life, and helps to 
give tne long hours of sleep and 
digestion that are so necessary. 

The care of the digestion is most 
important in epilepsy. An error in 
diet is almost certain to briDg on an 
attack, and it is usual to find that 
epileptics have poor digestions. 
Their food should be simple, and 
moderate in amount, and it is an ex- 
cellent plan to establish the habit of 
slow eating in childhood.
